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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is directed to an accounting apparatus and method for separately 
charging the requestor for performing RIP processing and printing of the image data. 
Claims 9, 16 and 18 identify the uniquely distinct features of "storing a first relationship 
between a condition of the RIP processing and an accounting amount for the condition 
of the RIP processing; executing a first accounting processing of charging the 
reguester. which has made the reguest for the image processing, for the calculated first 
accounting amount: storing a second relationship between a condition of the image 
formation processing and an accounting amount for the condition of the image formation 
processing: executing a second accounting processing of charging the requestor for the 
calculated second accounting amount: wherein the first accounting amount includes 
costs of RIP processing but not costs of printing" . 

Either singularly or in combination with other cited references fails to anticipate or 
render the above underlined limitations obvious. 

Dependent claims 11-13, 17, 19-22 and 26-28 would also be rendered allowable 
due to their dependency upon the allowed base claims.
